| THE TALES OF TRAVELERS. 


Passengers on the Baton Rouge 
Describe the Scenes in the 
Flooded Districts. 
—- 

The River Forty Miles Wide—Higher 
Water Expected. 


The passengers by the steamboat City of 
Baton Rouge, which arrived this morning from 
New Orleans, bringup a melancholy account 
ofthe high river and the flooded country, 
They all have the same old story to tell, water 
everywhere, and no sign of any abatement of 
tne flood. 

The officers and passengers all state that 
the river all aiong the route is ina terrible 
condition, that it is on an average forty miles 
wide ali the way from Cairo down, and that 
the scene is one of utter desolation. The boat 


skimmed by so lively. that the travelers had 
not much chance to get any details, 
general impression wasvery bad. 

Captain H. E. Bixby said thatit was the 
greatest flood he had ever seen. He had not 
broughtup any refugees on thistrip, and he 
imagined that allthe people along the river 
front that had not been taken away Dy this 
time were out of reach of all succor. 

Richard Carroll, one of the mates of the 
steamer, said that the levees had all broken, 
on both sides, the whole length of the line 
from Cairo down, with the exception of about 
forty miles above and below Vicksburg. All 
the rest was a sea just as far as could be seen 
on both sides. 

‘‘How long willthe placesjabout Vicksburg 
last?’’’ asked the reporter. 

‘*Not very long. The water is taking a turn. 
and is coming down even fromtherear. Itis 
rushing down the Arkansas and Redrivers,and 
when that rise comes along, as it must doin a 
day or two, Vicksburg and that neighborhood 
will be as bad as any place else. In fact it may 
be so by this time.’’ 

‘*How far has the water run into the bot- 
toms?’’ 

**Oh, when we passed, as far as we could 
see, perhaps forty, fifty or sixty miles. You 
see, the Mississippi Bottom is forty miles wide 
—twenty mi és on either side. Weil, all ofthat 
iS under water the whole length. Ali the cat- 
tle, horses, etc., which were caught in there— 
and there must have been a great number— 
will cither starve or drown.’’ 

‘**Did you see much distress along the 
route?’’ 

**A great dealof it as wesped along. Peo- 
ple were everywhere upon the high levees, 
most of them with their stores piled around 
them. They are all right yet, however, and 
they did not signal to us. Such scenes can be 
seen all along the route.’’ 

‘*W here is the worst point as far 
noticed?’’ 

‘*Dy far the worst place is the region about 
Memphis, from 200 miles below to 100 miles 
above that point. All’ is water there, and 
everything is submerged.’’ 

POLICE COMMISSIONER SAMUEL CUPPLES 
said that he had made the round trip with his 
family without leaving the boat. He could 
not give many details, but the scenes of deso 
lation were terrible. All along nothing was to 
be seen but water. The destitution must be 
terrible, and aid must surely be needed. 
Allon board agreed in saying that the flood 
was notat its highest, ana that the worst 
might be yet looked for. The people downin 
the Nooded districts can,in most instances, 
put in a crop as late as May, but in many 
causes they will not have this chance. 
To do this, the water should be off the land + 
for more than two weeks to enabie them to 
dry properly, and then again,the sand depos- 
its In many casesruin the soilfor agricul- 
ture. On the whole, the Baton Rouge passen- 
gers tella very melancholy story.

A POST DISPATCH reporter visited the prin- 
cipal factories to aay for the purpose of get- 
ting an idea of just how the candy is mapu- 
fac . The first place walked through was 
the Walther factory, at the northeast cornerjof 
Third and Myrtle streets. The place was found 
to be clean,nealthy-looking and well ventilat- 
ed. There are about thirty girl-, mostly small 
ones, employed there, but the rooms are 

, are not crowded, and the surroundings 
are as pleasing as could possibly be in a work- 


shop. 

YET THS WORK IS HARD, 
the hours are long, and the same factis pres- 
ent that little people who oughtto be at school 
are confined for hoursat work which must 
permanently tnjure their health. 

In some of the other piaces the surroundings 
are not so salubrious. The furnaces,fires and 
pots of boiling candy render the rooms too 
warm for healthful occupation, even on cold 
days. The men mostiy work in their under- 
ahitte, with sieeves rolled up to the elbows. 
Tne scdden changes from this kind of 
atmosphere to colder places is dangerous 
and the workers feel the effects of it. 
In some shops the workeis are not more 
cleanly than they might be. It is not a very 
appetizing sight to see an athletic young man 
with bare arms, that evidently require a thor- 
ough scrubbing, dr«gzging away at a mass of 
candy about the consistency of 
which folds and laps __§ itself 
him every move he makes. 
This is, however, the exception, and is not 
allowed in the well managed factories, where 
the strictest attention to details is required. 
In most of the establishments the working of 
the material is done by ,oung men and boys. 
The foiding, wrapping and papering is done, 
as ausual thing, by small girls. A majority 
of the latter are under nine years of age. 
They sitin rows around benches, where the 
candy is heaped upin mounds. The papers 
have been previously prepared,and the kisses, 
caramels, etc., are wrapped upin the quick 
est inanner by the little tots, who have not 
time to raise their heads. All work is paid for 
by the piece, sothat any time lost, besides 
riving rise to areprimand from the foreman, 
isa cause forthe diminution of the salary re- 
ceived at the end of the week. 

The cundy factories of the city employ in 
all about 50v girls and children They work 
ten hoursaday in most instances, an hour 
being allowed forlinnch at noon. In conver.

Inquiries at some of the other factories, 
especially the smailer ones, show that the 
practice of sending out goodsto be wrapped 
was still pursued to a considerable degree. It 
will be seen what harm this method of work- 
ing might cause. Even in the healthiest 
times the dwellings ofthe poorer classes :are 
not the most savory places to prepare sweet- 
meats. In seasons of contagious epidemics 
the consequences might easily be extremely 
disastrous.

THE BENTON CENTENNIAL 

THOMAS HART BENTON was born near 
Hillsborough, Orange county, North Carolina, 
March 14,1782. His father dying when he 
was but eight years of age his early eduvation 
was somewhat neglected, being mainly ob- 
tained in an ordinary country school, from 
which he was transferred to the State Uni- 
versity at Chapel Hill, where he did not re- 
main long enough to complete his studies. 

temoving with his mother to Tennessee, he 

adopted the profession of law, soon became 
prominent, and was elected to the Legisla- 
ture. le uttracted the attention and won tbe 
friendship of ANDREW JACKSON, and was his 
aid-de-camp in the militia service. These 
pleasant relations were broken by a violent 
quarrel and street fight, and reconciliation 
did noteccur until many years later, when 
JACKSON was in the VDresidential chair. In 
1813, during the war with England, President 
MADISON appointed him _  Lieutenant- 
Colonel, but, peace being declared be- 
fore he had an opportunity to enter 
the field, he resigned his commission and 
shortly afterward located permanently in St. 
Louis. Here he practiced Jaw, mixed in 
politics, established the Missouri Inquirer. 
Party spirit ran high in those days, aud he 
became involved in a difficulty with Mr. 
CHARLES LUCAS, brother of the late JAMES 
H. Lucas, that ended in a duel the fata) re- 
sult of which he always deeply reeretted. 
Taking an active part in the discussions which 
preceded the admission of Missouri to the 
Union, he was, in 1820, chosen one of our 
first Senators, and held that high office for 
thirty consecutive years. Defeated in 1849- 
50 by a eoalition between the “anti-BEN- 
TON’? Democrata and the Whigs, he was 
elected to the House in 1852, was defeated in 
1854, and defeated as candidate for Governor 
in 1856; after which he retired from politics 
and devoted himself to historical writing. He 
died in Washington, April 19, 1858. 

Such is the briefest possible summary ofa 
long, busy and honorable life; a life not 
without its blemishes, but one which 
the State and the nation could not well 
have spared. Missouriand St. Louis might 
with the utmost proprietv take much more 
notice of BENTON’S centennial anniversary 
than they propose to, for he was their firm 
friend and fearless champion when they sore- 
ly needed such and when there was no other 
equally capable to be had. If Missouri did 
much for him he did more for her. He gave 
her in the days of her infancy and youth a 
character, position and influencein and out 
of Congress which she could not otherwise 
have had. Itis hardly toomuchto say that 
the State was mainly known abroad through 
him, and itis certainly not too much to say 
that all the Senators we have had from 1850 
to 1882 have not produced a sum total of ser- 
vices equaltohis. Wehave not yet had as 
large a political figure as BENTON, and the 
prospect forthe future is not particularly 
encouraging; so it is tolerably safe to predict 
that when the political history of Missouri 
for the first three-quarters of a century is 
written he will be altogether the most con- 
spicuous character init. As compared with the 
illustrious triumvirate with whom he was so 
long and intimately associated—CLay, CAL- 
HOUN and WEBSTER—he must be content 
with the secondrank. But he was no un- 
worthy rival of these creat contemporaries; 
never feared to meet them in parliamentary 
warfare, and the records demonstrate his 
capacity to give and take the hardest blows. 
He was something more thana politiclan—he 
was astatesman of very decided ability, un- 
swerving devotion to principle, incorruptible 
integrity and undoubted patriotism. Though 
a Southerner by birth, associations and ideas, 
his affection for the Federal Union stood the 
severest tests, and he was almost the last of 
those public men whowere able to sink sec- 
tionalism in nationality. When bis son-in- 
law, FREMONT, was a candidate for the 
Presidency on sectional issues, he would not 
support him, but gave voice and vote to 
BUCHANAN. *In short, he belonged to that old 
political school which has pagsed away never 
to return, and which, with all its faults, has 
left more to be imitated than avoided. As a 
man he was a good hater and a magnificent 
egotist. He fought his enemies to the last, 
asking forno mercy and giving none. His 
indomitable pluck commanded the respect 
and admiration of his bitterest foes. In a 
speech during the memorable canvass of 1852,

Be- 
cause God put into my bosom the heart ofa 
lion and not of arabbit!’’ Waiking one day 
along Main street, with head thrown back 
and hands inthe arm-holes of his vest, an 
urchin, playing marbles on the pavement, 
looked up, and, recognizing the familiar face 
and form, cried out “J/’? BENTON stopped, 
and, putting his hand on the boy’s head, said: 
“Yes, my son; and when you bave lived as 
long as J have lived, and done what J 
have done, you can say, ‘J.’?”". He was not 
ashamed of his egotism, for he was proud of 
the ego. He hada right to be, for he de- 
served the title bestowed upon him in his 
closing years, “‘the last of the Romans.” He 
was a Roman in courage, in fortitude, in will, 
in energy, andin love of country, as well as 
in self-confidence and self-asserting, dicta- 
toral temperand contempt for opponents. 
Our State and Nation will be fortunate in- 
deed if they can always have servants as able 
and faithful, as honest and brave, with brain 
as clear and hands as cleanas the man who 
stepped into life one hundred years ago to- 
morrow. 
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THE FLOODS. 

The floods on the Lower Mississippi have 
passed the memorable high water mark of 
1815, and the suffering and destitution 
among the people living in the riparian 
counties from Cairo to ,the Gulf is worse 
than anything of the kind*known inthe his- 
tory of America. The situation is not a diffi- 
cult one to understand, if the reader will 
recall the fact that the whole immense 
water-shed of the country between the 
Rocky Mountains and the Alleghanies must 
drain out to the sea through a river not more 
than a mile wide. After the Mississippi and 
Missouri have collected the tremendous rain- 
fall and snow-melt of the north and west, 
bringing the latterstream a!mostto flood level 
at St. Louis, the tides roll on to meet the 
overburdened Ohio at Cairo. Through the 
East the rainfall has been tremendous, and 
the Eastern floods have come to meet the 
Western and rend their way through the 
alluvial bottom lands down to the ocean. Be- 
ginning at a point in Pulaski county, IIl., 
where the back-water in the Ohio has torn 
through the levees, the suffering and loss 
follow the water’s course straight to New 
Orleans. At Cairo the labor of the whole 
town is concentrated upon an effort to save 
some of the levees, and yet the greater part of 
the town is under water. The southeastern 
corner of Missouri is a country of swamps, 
marshes and bayous at its best; long lagoons 
are to be found in every county, but 
these are all one broad expanse of 
water now; the flourishing towns of 
New Madrid, Birdville and Gayoso are 
now full of hungry women and’ children. 
The people have been forced to fly tothe 
highiands for safety, leaving their stock to 
take care of itself, and consequently much of 
the cattle and nearly all of the swine have 
been drowned. The granaries have been 
washed away, and there is no wheat or corn 
left in the country; in fact,what was a month 
ago a thriving and even a wealthy people are 
now asking bread of the Government. The 
distress in Missouri, great as itis, does not 
compare with the destitution further down 
the river. Everywhere there has been loss 
and danger, but after the Arkansas adds 
its turbid volume tothe swollen Mississippi 
the destruction knows no bounds. There 
are reaches below Helena where the river is 
more than fifty miles wide. Of course be- 
neath this muddy stretch lie the farms and 
the agricultural wealth of the richest part of 
the valley. Full corn-bins, houses, stables, 
stock and growing crops have been swept 
away to rotand enrich the new alluvial lands 
below. Thousands of people on both sides of 
the river have gone to bed in independent 
circumstances to arise in the night and fly 
for their lives from the floods. <As yet 
it is almost impossible to give the figures 
of the loss. We only Know that from 
Cairoto Port Eads the people have been 
ruined, and will have to begin life afresh with 
what they can save from the wreck. All of 
these people are to some extent dependent 
upon St. Louis;they are bound to us by every 
tie of interest, commerce and consancutnity, 
and it is to this city that they look for help in 
their misfortunes. Itisto be hoped that 
their demands wili be met with prompt, open 
and liberal hands. The Mississippi bottom 
jands make the garden of the United States, 
but we will get neither grain, tobacco, cotton 
nor sugar from that garden this year. 
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THE condition of the men working for Mr. 
Jay GOULD’S Wabash Railway Company was 
detailed in the locat columns of the PoOSsT- 
DISPATCH on Saturday. Men were found 
who, on $25 a month, had to keep a wife and 
a family of children. Many were met whose 
average income was $30 a month and who, on 
this pitiful pittance, were expected to keep 
life ina wife and from twoto five children. 
This would be hard enough to do were cash 


paid for the labor, but the Wabash 
Company deliberately declines to pay 
the laborers their money when it is 


due. and some idea of the suffering which 
is sureto follow this outrageous conduct 
may be gathered from the details given. 
There is no excuse for witbholding from the 
laborer his hire, and when the Wabash Com- 
pany defers the payment of wages earned in 
January until March, it is simply practicing 
upon the weakness of the poor. It is easy 
tosay thatif the men are dissatisfied they 
can go elsewhere towork. They cannot go 
elsewhere to work. They are caught and held 
inamesh of debtand distress, which the 


stock-jobbing monopolists, who are 
bolstering Wabash stock in Wall 
street have woven around them. 
They are tied hand and foot, and 


have been paid after they were due more 
than a month. The February wages are now 
overdue, andthe company has made no sign 
of intending to liquidate them for a |month 
to come. ‘Men who are only making thirty 
dollars a month, by the bitter sweat of their 
brows, cannot stand this way of doing busi- 
ness. If the Wabash corporation would use 
its earnings in paying wages due, instead of 
builing its stock, there would be less mutter- 
ivg among the wronged laborers. 


AN attempt is being made to saddle Mr 
CHAUNCEY I. FILLEY with the authorship of 
the letter recently published in the Washing- 
ton Post which reflected so severely on the 
memory of the late Mr. GARFIELD. Among 
other things it was said of the dead Presideat 
in this letter: 


Itis high time, for the sake of our national 
common sense, the truth of history and justice 
alike to the living and the dead, that all this 
gush over Garfield should end. Millions of 
better and of greater men have lived and died. 
The writer of this article was a delegate to the 
Chicago convention, and at no time voted 
there for Garfield. Isat within afew feet of 
him, and spoke to him just after his nomina- 
tion. He was whimpering like a spanked 
baby, and water was in his eyes. He was 
nothing but a professional office-seeker and 
professional politician. A failure as a preach- 
erandalawyer, he learned to string words 
together as a child does beads, and that was 
his stockin trade. No one can point to an 
original thought he ever uttered. He betrayed 
John Sherman at Chicago as treacherously as 
Brutus did Casaror Judas did Christ. While 
making his speech nominating Sherman, twice 
a clear, cultivated voice from the gallery 
called out: ‘‘Nominate Garfield.’’ I haveit 
upon the authority of one who vecame after- 
ward a member of Garflelda’s Cabinet that this 
voice was that of a hired clacquer from Me 
Vicker’s Theater, stationed there for the pur- 
pose, to carry out a scheme the Garfield ring 
had concocted long before the convention 
met. 

Mr. FILLEY may be capable of entertaining 
this sort of an opinion of Mr. GARFIELD, but 
he certainly didn’t write the letter. It is not 
his style. A comparison of it with Mr. FIL- 
LEY’S recent productions in the Posr- 
DISPATCH will establish this fact, we think. 
Unless the manuscript betrays him, Mr. F1L- 
LEY will have no difficulty in proving an 
alibi.

Every 
week sermons are preached in that town 
egainst the shortcomings of foreign sinners 
and funds are raised to correct the morals of 
heathen. Why wouldn’t it be a good idea for 
the Christians of Chicago to suppress the 
‘“Westminster Hotel’? before penetrating to 
Utah to regulate the forms of matrimony? 
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THE vote of the Chinese billin the Senate 
marks it as Democratic measure. Twenty- 
one of the twepty-nine votes were cast by 
Democratic Senators, while only one negative 
was cast from that party.

Thivk fora moment bow much benefit 
might be d+rived from a single day spentin 
sOIne Yural spot, and yet the expense in- 
curred from such a luxury, not to say any- 
thing of the loss of work just one day out of 365, 
compels the weary one to putall such thoughts 
Out of mind and renew his task with redoubled 
euergy. Oh, you who sitin luxuriant homes 
spending the long hours otf early spring in 
preparation either for seasbore or woodland 
haunts ormoupntain air, think, I say, whiie 
you of unlimited means,pausing not to consid- 
er whether some anticipated wish will be un- 
gratified, think of the many who would deem 
it blissful paradise to get but one glimpse of 
the many you may pass, hurriedly no doubt,

Pay our hus- 
bands a fair price and we can afford a few days 
tor our children in the country. Pay our men 
and you will have less prisons and less need 
of publie charity; pay our men and we can 
butid comfortable homes of our Own and pro- 
vide forold age; pay our men and the me- 
chanic can aflorad to go to God’s house and 
give his mite towards its support; pay our 
minen and erect less costly edifices, either of 
Churchor State. Finally, we want no char- 
ity, notresh air mission, but give just and 
ample compensation for our labor and we can 
then afford to pay for our own missions and 
be proud to do so. Surely Christian charity 
teaches us to treat others as we ourselves ex- 
pect to be treated, and if man does his part, 
God will not withnold blessing from him.

A complete list of the keno houses, faro 
banks and poker rooms now in full blast in St. 
Louis was published in the POST-DISPATCH a 


few days ago and made an =alarm- 
ing showing for a city in 
which gambling is a felony. 


The machinery of the courts has been effectu- 
ally clogged forsome weeks, while the gam- 
bling law has been assignedja place among the 
dead letter legislation by the ‘‘second next 
best police department,’’ etc. Chicago 
reached this exact predicament a short time 
ago, and the result was the narrow escape of 
the municipal managers from indictment and 
the rigid enforcement of the law closing up 
gambling hells. Now that the smoke of battle 
has cleared away to some extent, it appears 


that the policy shops, where the poor, lazy 
and ignorant are robbed duily, have eutirely 
escaped attention. 
FIVE SCHEMES 

are in full operation in the city. Dozens of the 
shops are known to policemen onthe beats in 
which they are situated, but no action wbat- 
ever has been taken tointerferein the slight- 
est manner with the remunerative felonies 


that are committed hourly in a 
hundred places in the city. In 
the most prosperous aays of the 


policy shops not more than 110 venders threw 
open their doors, while now nearly 100 men 
find it profitable to engagein this work when 
itis declared a felony. For the initormation 
of the authorities it is hereby announced that 
on March 22, 1881, the following law, which is 
stillin effect, was passed: 
THE LAW. 

**If any person shall make, establish or aid 
or assist in making or establishing any lottery, 
gitt enterprise, policy or scheme of drawing in 
the nature of a lottery as # business or 
avocation in this State, orshould advertise or 
make public, or cause to be advertiscd or 
made public by means of any newspaper, 
pampbiet, circular or other written or printed 
notice thereof, printed or circulated in this 
State, any such lottery, gift,enterprise, policv, 
or scheme of drawingin the nature of a lot- 
tery, whether the sameis being or is to be 
conducted, held or drawn within or without 
this State, he shall be deemed guilty of a 
felony, and upon conviction thereof shall be 
 ogpgen 5 by imprisonment in the penitentiary 
or not less than two nor more than 
five years, or by imprisonment in the county 
jail for not less than six nor more than twelve 
months.’? 

No instruction has been given any 
grand jury siuce the law wentinto effect con- 
cerning it, and not the slightest move on the 
part of tne police department has been made 
to enforce the provisions. 

The history of lotteryin this State may not 
be uninteresting at this interesting stage of 
municipal affairs. In 1833 the General Assem- 
bly granted a charter to the Sisters 
of Charity of St. Louis to operate a 
lottery, and to raise thereby $10,000 
and at the same time a charter tothe trustees 
of New Franklin, then a promising town, to 
raise $15,000 to build a railroad tothe Missouri 
River. The old town had been washed away 
and this vas also a charitable act as well as 
the first grant tothe Sisters. In 1812 the New 
Franklin town lottery was sold to Walter 
Gregory. Other schemes started under 
charters, but the Oriyina! charitable objects 
were lost sight of and the schemes became 
dishonest. In 1865 a constitutions1 provision 
against lotteries put in an appearance- 
The courts decided for and against the 
schemes until the United States Supreme 
Court decided against the lotteries July 17, 
1se0. They then went on under cover until 
the Johnson law went into effect, and last 
May not asingle shop in town was open. 
France, the heaa of thejold Missouri, left the 
city. Bob Kerr,his manager, turned his atten- 
tion to the wheat market and Jottery had 
stopped. Last June Pate started his scheme 
and called it Pate’s Races. Last October 
Capt. Hintchinson and Wiliiam Dor- 
nin started theirs and called 
it the National Races. The Louisiana Lottery 
and the German Lottery threw open their 
doors. January 1 of the present year the 
Union Races began turning the wheel and 
January 12 the Kentucky Races opened up tor 
operations. On last Thursday the Union went 
over to Pate’s, and to-day five schemes are 
handsomely supported.

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Tie Phenomenal Run of the City 
of Baton Rouge from New 
Orleans.

The Trip Made in 4 Days, 14 Hours and 
* 25 Minutes—Where are the 

Cincinnati Boats? 


The steamer City of Baton Rouge arrived at 
the wharf this morning, after one of the fast- 
est runs ever made from New Orleans. The 
time is the best actually made since the Nat- 
chez and Lee raco, and, all things considered, 
it by tar surpasses all previous records. 

It must be remembered that the Baton Rouge 
made only a business trip, and bence the time 
is unprecedented. The arrival of the boat 
andthe particulars ot the run have caused 
great excitement on the levee, and during the 


day the steamer was visited by a great many 
ple, who were anxious to 1ook ber over. 

The City of Baton Rocue left New Orleans on 
March 8,at5:25p.m. She was not prepared 
for anything like arace against time, but was 
simply making a business trip. She arrived at 
Baton Rouge até:40 a.m., on March 9, at 
Bayou Sara at 10:35 a.m. and at Natchez at 7:20 
P-m. on the same _ day. Vicksburg 
was reached on March 10 at4:30 A&A. 
m. She arrived at Memphis at 2:07 p.m. on 
March 11, Saturday, and at Cairo yesterday 15 
minutes past noon. At just 7:20 this morning 
the handsome craft pa-+ed the Arsenal wall, 
below this city, and came booming up to the 
wharf. The scene was extremely picturesque. 
The sun had just risen high enough to illumin- 
ate the water, and asthe boat rushed on ata 
high rate of speed, 

DASHING THK FOAM IN EVERY DIRECTION, 
the picture was perfect. A considerable num- 
ber of steamboatmen and others had gathered 
ou the wharf to await the coming of the Baton 
Rouge, and all were finpressed at her quick 
time. 

Mr. John R. ‘Triplett, whose family was On 
board and who went down Saturday to meet 
the Baton Rouge, lost a wager to Col. JohnG. 
Prather, Mr. Triplett backing his judgment 
that the boat could not possibly arrive before 
noon to-day. 

The entire time from port to port, counting 
in all delays, was four days, fourteen hours, 
twenty five minutes. A ioss of three hours 
and nine minutes was recorded as the result 
of necessary landings, the boat making the 
usual business trip and taking iv freight and 

gers wherever they were to be 
ad. After forty-eight hours’ run, the Ba- 
ton Rouge was one mile below|Gain’s Landing. 
She arrived atthe Anchor Line whariboatin 
, this city with seventy cabin  pas- 
sengers and tons of freight.

PATE’s BONDS. 


The Other Side of the Story of the Forfeit- 
ures, 


In Saturday’s POST-DISPATCH an article was 
printed noting the number of forfeited gam- 
bling bonds ou which the namme of R. C. Pate 
figured as security. The article has called 
forth the following card from Mr. Pate: 

ST. Louis, March 13, 1882. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


In your issue of Saturday last, you pub- 
lished a list of forfeited bonds upon which my 
name appears as security. Said bonds amount 
inthe aggregate to about nine thousand dol- 
lars, which amount itis claimed I owed the 
city and could not be recovered by law. Allow 
me to preface whatI haveto sayin regard to 
said claim by stating that Idety any man to 
sroduce a claim against me fora single dol- 

ar, the payment of which is or 

can be authorized by law, and if the law 
does not authorize its paymentitis certainly 
not a legitimate claim. Justso it was with 
these bonds. They were not bonds the pay- 
ment of which could be enforced by law, as 
the autnorities at the time well knew, or they 
would have euforced them for the reason that 
l wasthen and at all times since have had 
property out of which that amount could have 
been easily made. The circumstances under 
which these forfeitures were secured were as 
follows: 

In 1875 raids were made by the police and for- 
ty-fiVve men were arrested and bail for said 
forty-five men was given. Thecaseswere all 
set for trial, but betore the day that they were 
to be heard I authorized my attorney, Hon. 
J. R. Claibourne, to pay costsin each case if 
the City Attorney would acceptit rather than 
consume time in trying them, and as 
I knew that raid enses could not be 
sustained by proof. Ithought that said prop- 
osition would readily be accepted. My attor- 
ney (J. R. Claiborne) made said proposition 
to Mr. Cornelius, who was then the City Attor- 
ney; but Mr. Cornelius declined said proposi- 
tion on the ground that the 
fon. M. R. Cullen. who was then the judge of 
said court, would not impose a fine, no mat- 
ter how small, unless the proof of guilt was 
produced, andinsofarus the proof of cuilt 
could not be produced, said proposi- 
tion could not be considered. The 
proposition was then made that 
these men fail to put in an appearance 
when their cases were called and that their 
bonds be forfeited, and that Mr. Cornelius,the 
City Attorney, would recommend that the 
mayor (then Mayor Britton) remit the amount 
of said bonds upon the payment of costs in 
each case,and that the cases be not reinstated. 
This agreement was entered into between J. 
RK. fOlaiborne, who represented myself and 
the men whose bondsI had signed, and Mr. 
Cornelius, representing the city. Mr. Britton 
likewise agreed toremit the amount of said 
forfeitures, less costs, if Mr. Cornelius so rec. 
ommended. With this express understana.- 
ing these men, although all of them were in 
the city and could have been produced upon 
an hour’s notice, if required, failed to put 
in an appearance and their bonds 
were forfeited. Mr. Claiborne and myself 
thereupon called upon Mr. Cornelius and re. 
quested him to accompany us to the Mayor’s 
office and to recommend to the Mayor that 
said bonds be remitted, as he agreed to do 
upon the payment of costs in each case. This 
Mr. Cornelius did,but Mayor Britton required 
that the City Attorney put his‘ecoun:men.- 
dation in writing. This Mr. Cornelius retused 
to do, in consequence of which Mayor Britton 
refused to interfere. 

Under these circumstancesI then told the 
Mayor and City Attorney thatI had allowed 
these bonds to be forfeited with the express 
understanding that they would be remitted 


pay one cent upon said forfeitures unless said 
ngreement was adhered to. I further told the 
Mayor and Oity Attorney that I had a good anc 
valid defense against the payment of said 
bonds, but was perfectly willing to do as I hea 
agreed, There was never any attempt made 
to enforce the payment of said bonds by se- 
curing a judgment against me forsaid amount, 
and under thecircumstances no honorable man 
would have so attempted. So far as my lia- 
bility is and was concerned, the records in the 
tecorder’s office in this city will speak for 
themselves. The publication of this letter wil! 
be but an act of justice to yours,

A WIDOW’S HARDSHIP. 


Failure to Notify of Denth Bars Recovery 
of Benefit Fund. 


Judge Adams decided adversely to-day the 
case of a widow’s claim upon a benevolent as- 
sociation, Kanz vs. The Improved Order of 
Red Men. The husband in 1874, it was claimed 
by the widow, mysteriously disappeared. 
At that time he was a member 


of the order in rood standing, 
aad upon proof of deaththe widow would 
have been entitled to receive $500 from the 
benefit fund. Seven years elapsed and there 
were no. tidings of Mr. hanz. The 
lodge was appealed to tor pay- 
ment of the insurance money to the 
widow upon plea of presumption of death, and 
the lodge was advised to setup a defense on 
the ground of five years’ limitation for recov- 
ery on contract. The dilemma was presented 
ot arrears for dues, as the date of death could 
not be shown, and the court holds that the 
widow cannot recover. 

There seems by the evidence to have bean 
no disappearance or absence. Kanz died 
in 1874. The court says: 

‘*If the widow had declared upon the death 
in 1874, I think her claim would be 
barred by the statute of limita- 
tions. The constitution and by-laws 
in themselves constitute no written contract 
with Kanz. It sets out a scheme, by which 
persons may be associated. and may derive 
certain benefits. It wasin the widow’s power 
in this case to have given notice of death, and 
be: cause of action arose when she ought to 
have given notice. 

**It I could find the alleged disappearance to 
be proved, even then the widow could not re- 
cover, 28 hanz did not pay his dues, so that 
he did not remain a memberin good standing 
up to the time oi the presumed death in 1881. 
It Kanz died in 1874 his widow can not recover. 
Underthe pieadings an actual death in 1574 
is notinissue. Ititcould be considered un- 
der the pleadings the cause of action is barr- 
ed. The widow rested her right of recovery 
upon an alleged disappearance of her hus- 
bund in 1874 and continuous absence for seven 
years. She could only recover upon that issue, 
and the evidence is againstit. lanz died in 
1374.’

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BOSTON BOLTINGS. 


Woman Suffrage in the Legislature— 
“ The Latest Murder. 


 Bpecial Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 
BOSTON, March 9, 1882.—I went up to the 
“Btate-house to-day, and into the Iadies’ 
‘gallery of the Sencte. I suppose it was the 
Indies’ gallery, though it was nearly half-full 
of men, and because in one of the corridors 
outside I saw asign pointing in another direc- 
ection labeled “Gents’ Gallery,” and I won- 
dered if the man who ordered that inscrip- 
tion was the ‘‘cent who wears pants and eats 
lunches.”? No doubt I ought to be ashamed 
of my non-familiarity with the location of the 
various balis, committee-rooms, galleries, 
etc., of. our celebrated house of the gilded 
dome, but I have never been able to spend 
much time loafing around there, and I am 
afraid I do not quite share the enthusiastic 
delight which is supposed to inspire every 
patriotic Yankee at the idea of aspeech. It 
is only now and then, on a very interest- 


ing topic and from a very entertaining 
speaker, that I am willing to sit still 
and listen to one man’s notions of things as 
long as he chooses to hold forth. To be sure, 
it 1s more interesting in the legislative balls 

. than in many other places, because both sides 
of a question are alternatively treated, but 
the air of that gallery, perched bigh up 
towards the ceiling, is terribly bad, and it is 
dark and muggy and crowded and uncom- 
fortable. Then I found myself unexpectedly 
go hemmed in to-day thatI couldn’t get out 
and had to stay the session through, which 
was bad, because Icouldn’t afford the time. 
Still I’m by no means sorry that I went. 

Tt was the second day in which tne bill to give 
municipal suffrage to Women was under (dis- 
cussion, and as the speakers on both sides of 
the question agreed in declaring thatit was 
without doubt the mostimportant and vital 
subject which had or would come up for con- 
sideration during this session, it seemed 

lain that the real or apparent. in- 

ifference to the question of the various 
towns of this commonwealth, which at their 
towh-meetings of the past few days have 
almost invariably voted it down altogether, 
or else indefinitely postponed it, does not 
exist everywhere. Those Senators veemed 
wide awake enough regarding it, and genu- 
inely interested, for or against. 

Before it came up, however, there was an 
hour of the dullest musicimaginable, which 
was somewhat entertaining to me, however, 
by reason of its novelty. A long list of some- 
thing or other was mumbled off by the 
speaker, much as somb priests mumbie 
prayers, to which come responses from some 
member of the congregation seated in red 
velvet chairs around the oval of comfortable 
desks, who would mumble or snap or re- 
mark, ‘*“‘Pass,’”’ interrupting the speaker 
spoamently in the middle of a word, wo 
meekly repeats ‘‘I’ass”, and goes on. It 
sounded very like a game of euchre in whicb 
nobody “ordered up” or “made it.’’

Our various 
musical schools and societies have been 
exceptionally free from any kind of scandal, 
and their influence on our people and onthe 
nature of our culture grows more noticeable 
yearly. Methods that were new not long ago 
are now recognized among us. The tonic 
sol-fa method of singing at sicht was intro- 
duced here but a very few vears ago, and now 
itis an accepred system, and teachers and 
students learn itas apart of their curricu- 
lum. The N. E. Conservatory must be given 
the credit of this innovation—which is bor- 
rowed from England, where it has long been 
accepted—and Mr. Harry Benson is its chief 
apostle inthis country. I epeak of it be- 
cause a card for one of the classes lies in sicht 
on my desk, and the misfortune of the repre- 
sentatives ofone schoo! of art called up by 
happy contrast the good fortune of another.

John Logan’s Disappointment. 
Washington Cor. New York Sun. 


The Hon. John Logan, who takes liberties 
with the Queen’s English, supposes himself 
to be a candidate forthe Presidency. He is 
in dead earnest, and works like a beaver, 
night and day, in the interest of this absorb- 
ing idea. Mr. Logan is a Stalwart by profes- 
sion, but when the lines became tightly drawn 
between the late President andthe New York 
Senators, his Stalwartism weakened visibly. 
The more powerful attraction of the post- 
offices and the tide-waiterships shook his 
faith for the time being. 

Since the advent of Gen. Arthur to the 
White House, Mr. Logan’s first love has 
come back to him stronger than it was origin- 
ally. Stalwartism and the post-offices now 
go happily and conveniently together. They 
keep company by a natural affinity under the 
changed conditions, and the Senator from 
[ilinois bas looked forward hopefully to 
the near future to gratify his nobie ambition. 

It occurred to Mr. Logan’s aspiring mind 
that if Grant and Conkling could be retired 
permanently from politics, there would be no 
bi¢ lion in his path for 1884 in the Stalwart 
sect. In the most disinterested manner he 
proposed to bring Grant back into the army, 
and to pension him for life as General. 

The pension bill forGrant went through the 


Senate easily, because of the conviction that 
it would be killed stone-dead in the House 
whenever a direct test could be reached. And 
now comes the sad news that a chance is only 
wanted to give this scheme a quietus, and to 
keep the third termer on the war-path 
against all comers in 1884, including the Hon. 
John Logan. 

And Conkling, too, is not to be retired. The 
Senator from lilinois ardent!y desired to see 
him put on the bench of the Supreme Court, 
where he might have a chance to die of dry- 
rot, and to renounce ambition in a black silk 
gown and ten thousand a year. But, though 
Arthur was willing, Conkling was obstinate 
in practicing law, instead of writing judicial 
opinions. Thus the plans of the Hon. Logan 
have come to grief, and his experience, like 
that of others before him, adds another ex- 
ample to the long catalogue of disappointed 
ambition. 


Philadelphie’s Woman Broker. 
Special Dispatch to Cincinnati Gazette. 


Arguments were made for three hours be- 
fore Judges Hare, Mitchell and Tell this 
morning, inthe Court of Common Pleas No. 
2, On aruleto_show cause why the capias 
upon which Mrs. Marion L. Dow, the female 
broker, is held in $2,000 bail in the suit 
brought against ber by Miss Harriet S. Dun- 
ning, should not be quashed, and the broker 
dischared on nominal bail. The argument 
turned upon the validity and effects of her 
alleged marriage with James McDowell in 
Boston, and was principaily of a technical na- 
ture, her counsel arguing that a married wo- 
man can not be arrested and held on a capias. 
On the other hand, it was argued that, even 
ifthe marriage was genuine and valid, it 
could not be taken advantage of by the de- 
fendant, who had always fraudulently con- 
cealed the fact. In deciding the matter Judge 
Hare said that by living apart from her hus- 
band, after a marriage which was alleged 
with apparently good reason to have been 
fraudulent, the defendant had practically be- 
tome a femme sole trader, and was therefore 
iilable for misconduct or fraud in the manage- 
ment of the business by which she supported 
herself. He therefore thought that she 
should remain in custody.

A VENERABLE THIEF. 
How a Trusted gua Bank Clerk Stol

From the New York Sun, 10th. 

Richard H. Cornwell, loan clerk of the 
Fourth National Bank, 14 Nassau street, con- 
fessed to his emploveis a week ago to-day 
that he was adefaulter to a large amount. 
He made the confession because the officers 
of the bank had discovered irregularities in 
his accounts and that some of the securities 
intrusted to his care were missing. The 
amount inyolved in this discovery was not 
large, but when Cornwell’s attention was 
called to it, asapossible error, he broke 
down and made a clean breast of his dis- 
honesty, which has resulted in a loss to 
the bank of a little more than $70,000, 

Vice-President O. D. Baldwin’s statement 
of the defaication was as foliows: ‘‘One of 
our oldest and most trusted employes has 
abused our confidence, and is a defaulter to 
the amount of $80,000. The amount may be 
larger, but we have investigated pretty 
thoroughly, and are certain that it cannot 
amouut to $100,000. Mr. Cornweil has been 
in our service eleven years, and was loan 
clerk. He was capable, and we had complete 
confidence in him. So far as we have ex- 
amined, his first irregularity occurred about 
three months ago. As soon as we learned the 
amount of his defaleation we telegraphed the 
facts to the Comptrolier of the Currency at 
Washington, and presumed that he would in- 
form the public, if be considered it sdvisable 
to do so. We have got to take our turn to 
face the music, frot for the amount lost, for 
that is nothing to us compared with the mis- 
fortune of having misplaced our confidence 
and the downfall of the man who has abused 
his trust. The pecuniary loss to the bank is 
not large, nor will it be felt, as we have a sur- 
plus and profits of $1,161,822.” 

Cornwell’s place as Joan clerk is one of the 
most responsible in banks which make what 
are termed call loans, which is a large part of 
the business of every down-town bank. In 
making call loans the notes given therefor are 
not discounted, but are accompanied by col- 
lateral securities of an aggregate market 
value of from 20 to 30 per cent more than the 
amount of the loan. The Fourth National 
Bank is one of the largest lenders of money 
in the city, and frequently its loans average 
more per week than the loans of any other of 
the fifty-eight Clearing-house banks. Of late 
its weekly average of loans {has been about 
$18,000,000, of which about two-thirds are call 
loans, the security for which passed through 
the hands of Cornwell. The market value of 
these securities must bave averaged more 
than $15,000,000 a week. His method of robbing 
the bank was to take securities from the 
different packages and rehypothecate them. 
The amount borrowed bv him on these se- 
curities was about $10,000. He concealed 
other thefts by adroit manipulations of his 
books—just how was not explained by the 
bank ollicers yesterday. In all he appropri- 
ated, as far as can be traced, $80,000. He was 
under bonds of $10,000, upon which the bank 
can recover. 

The bank has recovered all of the stolen se- 
curities pledgea by Cornwell by paying the 
loans he ebtained upon them. He had lypoth- 
ecated them with various persons. Who they 
were the oflicers declined to state. They have 
no doubt but that he lost the money in specu- 
lation, but said they did not know through 
what brokers he conducted his speculations. 

Corrnwe!l said be had none of the money in 
his possession, and no assets that he could 
turn over to the bank. The hank officers said 
they did not know what he had done with the 
money, but presumed he had speculated with 
it. He lived unostentatiously in a hired house 
in Plainfield, N. J., his habits were good, and 
he was not extravagant. Speculation, there- 
fore, is the explanation suggested of his loss 
of 480,000 in three months. 

The bank oflicers said they had taken no 
step to prosecute Cornwell further than to in- 
form the Comptroller of the Currency, who 
was the “proper officer to prosecute viola- 
tions of the national banking act.’? Since 
his defalcation was discovered, Cornwell 
has been seriously sick at his home in Plain- 
field. 

Cornwell is 65 years old, and has been en- 
gaged in Wall street for over thirty years. It 
was reported in the street that his salary as 
loan clerk was less than $2,000, but Vice- 
President Baldwin said that the bank paid 
him $4,000, and that the place was doubtiess 
worth }),000 in all to the incumbent. Until 
1857 Cornwell was a member of the note 
brokerage house of George 8. Robbins & Son, 
in Pine street, which atthe time of its dis- 
solution, in the year mentioned, was the 
largest house in that business. Mr. Cornwell 
next formed the stock brokerage house of 
Cornwell & Son, alsoin Pine street. He was 
a member of the New York Stock Exchange 
nearly up to the time of its con- 
solidation with the Open Board of 
Brokers in 1869. He iost his membership by 
reason of his inability to retrieve his fortunes 
after bis third failure. He failed the first 
time in 1865. After retiring from the Ex- 
change he dealt in miscellaneous securities 
until he entered the service of the bank in 
IS7l. He obtained the position by reason of 
the eminent qualifications his business had 
given him, and through the friendship of 
President Calhoun of the bank. 

Ove of the old members of the Stock Ex- 
change, in speaking of Cornwall yesterday af- 
ternoon, said that he was the last man he 
would have suspected of such a misdeed. 
“Whom can we trust now?” he asked. “Why, 
if he had come to me for a thousand or two 
thousand dollars, | would have given it to 
him simply upon his word. Every one who 
knew tke man was profoundly shocked upon 
hearing of his crime.” 

A bank officer, bewailing the event, said: "I 
don’t see how we can help these things. We 
have totrustsome one. We get the most 
trustworthy men, put them under bonds, and 
pay them well, and go over their books and 
cash as often as we can.”

He is, however, only half brother, and this 
makes a vast difference. The first four chil- 
dren, inc'uding Henry Ward and Mrs. Stowe, 
inherited genius from their mother, who was 
really awonderful woman. She died early, 
and the second wife, though highly respected, 
was nota genius. The misfortune, however, 
with Piymouth pulpit, is that it has had too 
much display of mere genius, and too little 
of solid instruction. Beecher’s jecture fee is 
$400, and the money must be paid or 
secured before he appears on 
the platform. There is great curiosity to 
hear a man who has been solong before the 
public, and lecturing is a very suitable way of 
satisfving the staring crowd. Beecher is the 
only Brooklyn pastor who does not call that 
place his home. He can no longer vote there, 
having removed his residence to his Peeks- 
kill establishment. He boards with his son 
while in Brooklyn, where he spends only a 
limited part of his time. Fora $20,900 man, 
he certainly takes the clerical profession in a 
free and easy manner. There is, however, 
but one Beecher, and hence itis just as well 
to let him have hisown way. The report of 
his illness at Chicago created a deep sensation 
here, but as he bas resumed lecturing tem- 
porary fears are abated. Itis evident, how- 
ever, that Beecher is overdoing himself, and 
he has of late displayed unmistakable signs 
of decay.

The herd is made up mostly of 
females, but one old bult weighing 1,000 
pounds immediately established himself as 
the guardian of thepond, and was scen to 
swim round and round it with a watchful 
eye upon his charges. These twenty-one sea 
lions, with two others which died on the way 
here, were lassoed on the rocks on_ the coast 
of the Santa Cruz Island inthe Pacific, 400 
miles north of San Francisco. At this season 
of the vear hundreds of the females herd on 
the rocky shores of these islands, and here 
their young are educated. For six weeks 
after birth they cannot swim, and so their 
mothers remain bv them, and the wild shore 
becomes a sort of kindergarten. ‘The bulls 
meantime parade abouta little outside the 
opening of the inlet, mooning guard. The 
fisbermen approach ia small boats, and lasso 
as Many sea lions as they can carry off. The 
lions make little resistance, and as each one 
is caught the line is fastened to the rocks 
until enough are captured. Then the ani- 
mals have to be floated carefully out te the 
smarcks, and whilethey swim readily, care is 
necessary to keep their heads above water 
and prevent their drowning. Once on ship- 
board, they are pat in crates in pairs. The 
present herd of sea lions was caught for 
Charles Reiche & Brother. On their way to 
New York from California a maurodein the 
express car with them to pour water over 
them and give them an occasional hundred- 
weight of fish. Twosea lions died en the 
journey and two calves were born, but they 
did not live. 

The herd will remain in Central Park fer a 
week, whec some of the lions will be sent to 
Europe, and others will go out upon the 
road with the tent shows.

MAPLESON AND GYE. 


Two Knglishmen Possess the 
Opcra-Houses of New York. 
From the Dramatic News. 


It is now a settled fact that two foreigners 
shall possess our two opera-houses. Mr. 
Mapleson pushed an American impresario 

ut ofthe Academy of Music, and has the 
lease of it foran almost indefinite term of 
yeurs,and Mr. Gye, or the Royal Italian 
Ope a, Covent Garyen, has signed the con- 
tract by which he becomes the responsible 
manager of the new National Opera-house in 
this city. The bids of American managers for 
this last named place, even when coupled 
with such names as Patti or Nilsson, were 
futile against the influence of Englishmen. 
We have every reason to hope that Mr. Gye 
will turn outa more satisfactory and reliable 
manager than Mr. Mapleson. Gye, pere and 
fils, have established Italian operdin London 
on a financial basis far in advance of any 
other people who ever undertook\the task. 
Mr. Gye’s London company comprise riv 
everything thatis great in opera the world 
over, and we have reason to suppose that he 
will deal equally honorably with us. To suc- 
ceed here he will have to pursue avery dif- 
ferent course from Mr. Mapleson. That in- 
genious gentieman has inthe course of four 
seasons almost worn himself out here. A 
man of illimitable promises, his performance 
of them is ridiculously incommensurate. His 
abilitv, season after season, is limited to 
drafting up a plausible prospectus that will 
draw out a good subscription. And, hood- 
winked as they invariably are, the subscrib- 
ers, season after season, vow that they never 
will subscribe again. If we compare what he 
has done in the four seasons he has been here 
with what Mr. Strakosch did before him, the 
balance of credit is infinitely on Mr.Strakosch’s 
side. Yet Mr. Strakosch, who isan Ameri- 
can, and still an important stockholder in 
the Academy, was turned out bythe other 
American stockholders to make way for Mr. 
Mapleson. This was in consonance wita the 
same sort of Anglomania that caused the 
stockholders to resolve en masse that they 
would not go to hear Mr. Maretzek’s opera of 
Sleepy Hollow in the Academy, because their 
presence micht perchance make it successful. 
To the whims of these very stockholders Mr. 
Maretzek sacrificeda fortune. So did Mr. 
Strakosch, who was refused the Avademy 
when he had lost his money. We are not 
against Englishmen managing our opera com- 
panies. If Englishmen can do it better than 
Americans, by all means give them the op- 
portunity. But if Mr. Mapleson is to be 
taken as a sample, then they can 
bardly be calleda success. Nothing that gen- 
tleman has done can compare for one moment 
with the Strakosch season of 1873, when Nils- 
son, Cary, Campanini, Capoul, Torriani, Nan- 
nette and Maurel were in the same company. 
Think of these names, and of the ones Mr. 
Mapleson presents us with this year. Yet 
never were his promises larger. If Mr. Gye 
repeats what Mr. Mapleson has done, he will 
fail,as Mr. Mapleson must ultimately. He 
would have failed this season if it had not 
been for the lucky accident of the Cincinnati 
Festival and the illness of Patti there. But 
Mr. Gve is a wise man. He has learned 
enougb to know that we will pay the highest 
prices for the best and nothing at all for an 
inferiorthing. In our mind there is no doubt 
that he will wipe Mr. Mapleson out, as the 
National Opera-house will the Academy of 
Music. Mr. Mapleson has humbugged us for 
the past four years. Uecan do so for one 
year more, but that will end him.

The Punishment Provided by the 
Statute for SeHing It. 


iieieeabilieti ll tbiasliiy 
The Variety of the Cases in the Court of 
Criminal Cerrection and 
Police Courts. 


— 


To-day acharge of selling oleaginous sub- 
stances was docketed in the Court of Orimina) 
Correction against Stephen O, Wheelock and 
Samuel Gillaspie. This charge rarely appears 
on the dockets of the courts, though thefviola- 
tions ofthe statutes and ordinances are un- 
doubtedly ft fequent in this city. Both 
the Municipal Assembly and the Legis- 
lature have given the matter of unwholesome 
food-much consideration,and the result is that 


punishment is provided by both city and State 
against nuch violations. Several years ago 
#n Office of Inspector of Meats was created 
and av old butcher was appointed to the posi- 
tion. His duties were to visit all the meat- 
shops and butcher stalls in the 
public nd private markets and 
at private™Btands and confiscate any tainted 
meats found exposed for sale, and also toin- 
stitute prosecutions under the ordinance pro- 
viding punishment for the sale of unwhole- 
some and adulterated food. The office was 
abolished when the great work of municipai 
retrenchment was begun, this being deemed 
the least important of the undreds 
of offices that then existed. 

The section of the statutes under which vio- 
Jations are prosecuted are 1597, 1598 and 1599, 
and read as follows: 

‘*‘Every person who shall knowingly sell 
the flesh of any animal dying otherwise than 
by slaughter, or slaughtered when diseased, 
or Shall sell the flesh as of one animal, knowing 
itto be that of another species,or shall selljun- 
wholesome bread or drink without yg | 
the same fully known to the purchaser; an 
any butcher or other person who shalisell or 
offer to sell the meat ot any calf which was 
killed before it had attained the age of six 
weeks shail be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor. 
Every person who shail fraudulently adulter- 
ate, loc the purpose ofsale, anything intended 
for food or drink or any drugs or medicine, 
Shell be deemed guilty of a misdemeancr. 

If any person shall sell, or offer for sale, any 
compound resembling butter in appearance 
munufactured from cattle fat or beef suet or 
other article Known to the trade as ‘‘oleomar- 
gine,’ unless the same shall be clearly and 
indelibly marked on every package with some 
name or brand by which it may be 
clearly and easily distinguished from butter, 
he shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor.’’ 
Lhe punishment for violating these sections is 
laid down in section 1,606 as not less than, $59 
nor more than $00, 


Speaking of the matter to-day Judge Oady 
Said in answertoa question concerning the 
frequency of these cases: ‘‘No, the charges 


Of this kind are not yery frequent now. In 
1866 Guring the existence of the Inspector ot 
Meats, who was himself an expert hundreds 
of cases were made. He would visit a butcber 
stall and atonce pick out meat that showed 
any signs of decomposition and confiscate it, 
at the same time instituting a prosecution 
against the person exposing it for sale.’’ 

‘“*Is there any difficultyin making cases of 
this kind in court?’’ 

‘*Sometimes there is considerable, but usu- 
ally the evidence can be secured.’’ 

‘*Would the fact that a bargain for the pur- 
cha-e of decomposed meat had been made 
with a butcher who represented it as good be 
convicting evidence:’’ 

**Cer-ainly,it does not require all. Thesimple 
fact thatithas been exposed ina place and 
among other meats offered tor sale is evidence 
under the statute to convict.’’ 

**Are the cases in proportion to the viola- 
tions?’’ 

‘*] don’t know. They are very rare now, 
andI Xnow that during the existence of the 
ofiice of Inspector. ot Meats they were very 


frequent,’”’ 
Judge Jecko, of the First District Police 
Court, before whom the cases 


madeunderjthe city ordinancescatme, was ques- 
tioned concerning the frequency and eaid that 
for several years past they have been exceeda- 
ingly rareinthatcourt. In the Second Dis- 
olice Court not more than two cases 
have beon tried since the court was opened.
